It is not at all de- 
signed to give the individual a 
tool with which to make for him- 
self a better life. Russian educa- 
tion is a very efficient factory 
turning out skillfully designed 
“parts” for the Communist ma- 
chine. The individual’s life is not 
important except that promotes 
the totalitarian state. 


The visiting Soviet pedagogues 
were quite frank about this. In- 
deed, they boasted of it. They 
regard education as perhaps the 
most powerful weapon, or tool, 
they possess. They think they 
are riding the wave of the future 
and will “win” without war. 


No Conjecture 


This is no conjecture. ‘ They 
say so. Indeed, they say that 
by 1965 they will, with the goals 
of the seven-year plan attained, 
be able to “‘move from social- 
ism to communism.” But in that 
move, if it comes, there will be 
no “withering away of the state” 
as called for by Karl Marx. They 
still pay great lip service to 
Marxism, but they conveniently 
revise it to suit themselves. 
There will be no abandonment 
of power by the Communist 
rulers.

The pattern for a stronger and more 
efficient General Assembly acquired fur- 
ther shape at the prelegislative ccnference 
held at Athens.

They include the changing of 
committee meetings from the end of 
the day to 9 a.m.; appointment of stand- 
ing subcommittees by the speaker so that 
members can become thoroughly familiar 
with’ specialized fields of legislation; a 
crackdown on the practice of lawmakers 
casting votes for absent colleagues and 
enforcement of rules barring lobbyists 
and other unauthorized persons from the 
House floor. 

These proposed changes should en- 
able the General Assembly to do a much 
better job. However, it will never achieve 
its potential as a strong, independent 
body as long as some of its members are 
rewarded with state jobs. The practice 
should be outlawed in the interest cf leg- 
islative integrity and economy in gov- 
ernment.

Many persons have given time and 
money to the dream of making Atlanta 
a great medical center of good hospitals 
and a medical school with Grady as a 
central and integral part of such a pic- 
ture. Hughes Spalding was the person 
who shouldered the load in making such 
a dream come true. 

In all of this he had, of course, the 
support of the board and of Trustee Sib- 
ley.

Atlantan Points Out Fact That Georgians 
Voted tor Gas Tax Allocation Amendment 


Atlanta—Bruce Galphin’s article 
concerning the motor fuel and 
vehicle tax allocation provision 
in our State Constitution has con- 
fused me—as it must have others. 

On one hand he calls the allo- 
cation system a “strangle hold 
on the Legislature’s budgetary 
responsibility”; on the other, he 
seemingly admits that some sys- 
tem of “assuring funds for spe- 
cific purposes” is convenient .. . 
indeed, such is necessary! 

From the article I gather that 
what reporter Galphin really finds 
wrong with this highway alloca- 
tion is not the constitutional 
amendment itself, but rather the 
fashion in which it has been 
enforced. Since the Legislature 
hasn’t passed a “‘new’’ appropria- 
tions bill since 1956, excess money 
coming from motor fuel and ve- 
hicle taxes has into the 
“surplus” and not to the highway 
fund as called for in the amend- 
ment. This “surplus” has been, 
indeed, troublesome. 

I would like to point out that 
Georgians voted for this alloca- 
tion of funds, thereby putting the 
burden of an adequate highway 
system on the people who use it 
—the motorists: This system isn’t 
unique to Georgia for 29 other 
states have this—including most 
that reporter Galphin previously 
has praised for “good highways.” 

So to suggest taking this tax 
money from an allocation basis, 
which the state must have to plan 
ahead to match federal funds for 
highway construction and proper 
planning, is to suggest further 
chaos in proper state spending. 

Georgia motorists deserve an 
adequate highway system fi- 
nanced through taxes on motor- 
ists—just as the law says—and 
not to be saddled with further 
responsibilities to finance every- 
thing under the Georgia sun.

WASHINGTON—When the federal govern- 
ment begins to use its authority to protect civil 
rights, it can’t Stop short of succeeding. This 


is why there will be further congressional action by the 86th Con- 
gress dealing both with the right to vote and public school integra- 


tion. 

When Congress acted in 1957 to 
give some protection to the right 
to vote, this measure caused some 
surprise since it was the first 
federal civil rights legislation in 
83 years. 

Now, two years later, new and 
strengthened civil rights legisla- 
tion is clearly in the making. 
Obviously the pace is quickening: 
83 years to prepare for the be- 
ginning of federal responsibility 
to protect civil rights; two years

A Different Christmas 


They’re having a different kind of Christmas in 
Brooklyn this year. It just won’t-be the same without 
the Dodgers in town. But then the present day Dodg- 
ers aren’t the same as they used to be. 


“Or baseball in general,” James Wern (Zack) Taylor, former 
major league player and manager, who now scouts this area for the 
oo White Sox, sand the other day. “I think that we worked 

vege ~harder at the game and also had a lot 


== more fun in the old days than these 
; kids do now.” 

oe And when it comes to fun, Taylor 
- is a man well qualified to speak. He 
f= was with the Dodgers in the heyday of 
*=* manager Wilbert (Uncle Robbie) Rob- 
©* inson, who guided, or went along with, 
the team from 1914-31. And it is agreed 
by one and all that he saw the most 


hectic times of any manager ever to 
set foot on Flatbush avenue. 


After hitting .310 in 109 games in 
1925 Taylor started a tour which took 
him to the Braves, to the Giants, back 
to the Braves, to the Cubs, to the 
Yankees and finally home again to the 
Dodgers where he ended his catching 
career in 1935 under a fellow named 
Charles Dillon Stengel, who had neither 
banks, oil wells or pennant winners in 
those days. 


Taylor’s excursion to the Yankees was his only venture 
outside the National League until he managed the St. Louis 
Browns in 1946 and again in 1948 and ’49. 


“But those Dodgers were the team to be with,” he recalled. 
“By golly, they called us the ‘Trolly Dodgers,’ the ‘Daffiness Boys,’ 
the ‘Bums’ and a lot of other names. But that Uncle Robbie won a 
pennant in 1916 and then got another one in 1920, the year I went 
up with them. 


—Uncle Robbie Didn’t Worry 


“We did a lot of crazy things, but Uncle Robbie never let it 
worry him any. Take that day Babe Herman doubled into a double 
play. It didn’t upset Uncle Robbie at all. 


“The Dodgers had been losing a lot, but we finally had a chance 
to win one. Dazzy Vance was on third and Jakie Flowers on second 
with Herman at bat. Babe hit a long drive and the runners started

for home. But someone thought it might be caught and yelled for 
Vance to get back to third. Flowers heard it and slowed up, but Babe 
kept running at full speed with his head down, like always. 


“Well, sir, Vance from one side, Flowers and Herman from 
the other and the ball from the outfield all got to third about 
the same time. Someone yelled, ‘Look at ’em, Uncle Robbie! 
Look what they’re doing! All three of ’em are on third.’ But, 
like I said, it didn’t bother Uncle Robbie. He went back and 
sat down and said, ‘Just leave them alone, boys. That’s the 
first time they’ve been together all season.’ It was that kind 
of team.”’ 


Babe ‘Bermen 


Zack Taylor 


One of Taylor’s favorite characters of the “‘Daffiness Boys’’ was 
an infielder’ named Ivy Olson who played first, second, third and 
short for the Bums from 1915 ’til he ended his major league career 
in 1924. ‘“‘He was a real good shortstop,”’ Taylor said. “Went after 
everything hit inside the park. But he made a lot of errors. 


‘“‘Every time he came onto the field everyone started razzing 
him, so he would have the doctor stuff cotton in his ears before 
each game so he couldn’t hear it. And he never heard anything 
they said to him, 


“Now Mr. Charlie Ebbets had bought some land where the city 
dump was located and built Ebbets Field on top of the old dump. 
And Ebbets used to come into the clubhouse before the games and 
really give Olson hell for making errors. But that didn’t bother Ivy, 
because he was superstitious and didn’t think his fielding was 
the cause of all the errors. 


—Them Old Tin Cans Did It 


“He told Ebbets, ‘You built this ball field over all them old tin 
cans, broken bottles and all that junk. Then when we get out there 
to play on these hot days, the sun starts drawing them things out, 
and I don’t see how you can expect anybody to handle a ball having 
to play on a field like this one.’ And he always believed that was 
the reason for all his errors.” 


Then Taylor took his tour of the majors and came back to find 
Casey at the helm (1934-36). “‘And he brought in that guy with the 
mustache (Stanley George ‘Frenchey’ Bordagaray) who was a real 
character. He also had an infielder named James Jordan who mar- 
Tied a countess. On one of the road trips Casey registered them in 
a hotel as Lord and Lady Jordan. And he really had a heckuva 
itime convincing the clerk he had a ball club and not a side show 
of some kind.” 


But Herman and most of the others were gone, and the 
fun gone with them. “That Babe,” Taylor said, ‘“‘was one of 
the greatest hitters I ever saw. But he was apt to throw the 
_ ball anywhere or run over anyone who got in front of him on 

the baselines.”

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JORDAN VOTES NO

Bobby Dodd Sunday advocated a revision of 
collegiate football rules so that they would con- 
form with the current professional code. 


Another Southeastern Conference coach sec- 
onded the motion, one was in complete disagree- 
ment and a fourth—the District Three NCAA 
Rules Committee representative— declined com- 
ment. 

“The professional game is taking the public by 
storm,” the Georgia Tech coach said. “So if the 
public says the program is attractive, why 
shouldn't the colleges follow? 


“People ask me at Georgia Tech why we don’t 
play as exciting a brand of football as the pros. 
The reason is obvious. Present rules prohibit us 
from playing that way. 


“The pro game certainly would be played dif- 
ferently if Gene Brito (Washington Redskin de- 
fensive end great) had to catch passes, and if 
the pro quarterbacks had to play defense as well. 


“It all boils down to this: If the pro game is 
so popular, why don’t we play their type game. 


Dodd’s comment came in answer to an in- 
quiry whether colleges would return to two- 
platoon football or make substitution more limited 
when the NCAA Rules Committee convenes mid- 
January at Los Angeles. 


Florida’s Bob Woodruff predicted the Rules 
Committee would follow the recommendation of a 
majority of the coaches and return to the two- 
platoon system this fall. 


“T would like to see high school, college and 
professional rules all the same,” Woodruff said. 
“And it looks like that professional game is pretty 
popular with the fans. 


“The public should make the decision. Pro- 
fessional rules offer them more entertainment, 
and that’s what the fan is looking for when he goes 
to watch a game. 


“We should give the fan what he wants. But 
under the present rules, sometimes it’s not pos- 
sible to do that and win ball games at the same 
time.” 


Woodruff said that when two-platoon football 
was voted out in 1953, after a two-year life, a 
majority of coaches were against the Rules Com- 
mittee action. 


Woodruff jestingly added, “Another reason the 
two-platoon went out was that you sports writers 
couldn't keep up with who was playing, so you 
all favored the limited substitution plan.” 


Dodd agreed with Woodruff (rule vote, not 
scribes). But he added that the year after limited

There’s a Woman’s Angle 


To Atlanta’s Shoplifting 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


Although records for the 
month of December are not 
complete, the shoplifting and 
pickpocket situation is about 
equal to the 1957 haul, accord- 
ing to local police. 


Naturally, the peak season for 
the crimes is during the holiday 
shopping rush. Easter, inci- 
dentally, produces the second 
highest record. 


Stores have their own “‘watch- 
dogs,”’ but it is members of the 
Atlanta Police Department who 
assist in the arrests and ihe 
prosecution. 


PICKPOCKETS 


“Pickpockets are our worst 
headache at this time of the 
year,” said Mrs. Emily Thacker 
of the detective bureau assigned 
to the vice squad. ““Women are 
the victims in most cases. All 
because they carry shoulder 
bags. They are ripe for the 
pickpocket because as a rule 
the women have their arms full 
of packages and the bag swings 
behind them.” 


One of the inside jobs—inside 
the stores that is—which victim- 
ize women is their own fault, 
according to the policewoman. 


as coverings. 


Women shoppers, intent on ex- 
amining merchandise, lay their 
bags on the counters and then 
wander up and down the aisles. 
Nine out of 10 cases show that 
the wallet was slipped from the 
bag. 


From records at the police de- 
partment, there is a rise in 


male arrests for shoplifting. 


“We have been working with 
a number of juveniles lately,” 
said Mrs. Thacker. ‘A typical 
example is this 16-year-old boy 
who was caught with several 
pairs of gloves, handkerchiefs, 
a white shirt and a pair of 
rhinestone earrings.” 


SHOPLIFTING 


Shoplifting in department 
store fitting rooms is an old 
story, but it is retold over and 
over again with new charac- 
ters. 


“The women just put on what 
they want to lift, then put their 
own clothes over the garment 
and sail out,"’ said Mrs. Thack- 
er.

Many young women have 
been picked up within the last 
few weeks. One in her early 
20's had lifted several outfits 
of clothes for a young boy—a 
red corduroy suit, a pair of slim 
jeans, a bracelet and gloves. 


An older woman collected 
several white sweaters, three 
slips — she wore two—a dark 
gray sweater, and two bed 
jackets. 


OWN STAFF 


Each store has its own staff 
and secret method of spotting 
a shoplifter. There are signals 
given from the floor and there 
are also SOS signals for the 
plainclothes men or women to 
go to another department 
where trouble is brewing. 


Pickpocket cases are turned 
over to the police department 
robbery squad, while shoplift- 
ing comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the larceny squad. 


These cases don't all origi- 
nate in stores, according to 
Mrs. Thacker. Parked cars pro- 
vide a wonderful and fertile 
field for “lifting.” 


“Records on hand show a 
marked increase in these hauls 
and they don’t always include 
holiday gifts. One case at po- 
lice headquarters lists a doc- 
tor’s bag.”’ 

But how 
spotted? 
DIFFERENT METHODS 


“Well, as I said before, the 
individual stores have their 
own methods,” said Mrs. 
Thacker. ‘“‘But among the very 
obvious features which cause 
speculation and inspires watch- 
ing are the women wearing 
large bulky coats—men, too, 
come into this category—and 
also suits or coats with large 
pockets. The big shopping bag 
is a dead giveaway. Items can 
be slipped into these bags from 
the counters.” 


These men and women 
should not be confused with 
the professional pickpockets 
who usually run in packs of 
two and three. One bumps 
into the victim, another lifts 
the wallet while the third, in 
some instances, like in foot- 
ball, runs interference.

(3 oz.) lemon- 
flavored gelatin 
1 cup fresh cranberries 
1% medium orange, unpeeled, 
seeded 


Drain peaches. Measure syr- 
up; add enough water to make 
2 cups. Stir in spices and vine- 
gar; simmer 10 minutes. Add 
peaches; simmer 5 minutes.

Lumpkin Had Gold Rush, 


Now Noted for Scenery 


Lumpkin County, in northeast Georgia, was created from 
Cherokee, Habersham and Hall counties in 1832, ranking 85th in 
order of creation. It was named for Wilson Lumpkin, who had 
served as governor and in both houses of Congress. Dahlonega, the 
county seat, was the name derived from the Cherokee word, Tau- 
lonica, meaning “‘yellow metal.” 


Gold was discovered in the county around 1828 and the boom 
towns of Dahlonega (first called Head Quarters) and Auraria 
, sprang up. Auraria by 1830 had 10,000 residents, 
now only a handful. A U.S. mint was established 
at Dablonega in 1836, and was closed in 1861. 
Before the mines were abandoned, they yielded 

an estimated $33 million worth of gold. 


Between Lumpkin and Union counties is Neel’s 

Gap (‘formerly called Frogtown Gap after an 

Indian reported seeing a frog as big as a house 

hopping through the pass). It was the main route south from the 

Blue Ridge Mountains for many years. There are several water- 

falls and much beautiful scenery in Lumpkin County. Porter 

Springs was once a popular mountain resort noted for its mineral 
waters. 


Lumpkin County covers 292 square miles, ranking 104th in size. 
Much of the land is in the Chattahoochee National Forest. The 
county had 6,900 residents ‘1957 estimate), ranking 137th in popula- 
tion (1950 census). Dahlonega had 2,152 residents (1950 census). 
Other towns are Burtsboro, Garland and Walnut. 


There were 893 farms, averaging 81 acres, in the county in 
1954. About 74 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 
9 per cent in harvested croplands. Lumpkin ranked fourth in the 
state in livestock and fifth in broilers (with more than six million 
sold) in 1954.
